To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District. 

Paper  work  preparatory  to  the  waterboume  sewerage  system  in  Stockbridge 
continued  during  the  year  as  did  work  on  the  extension  of  sewers  in  the 
parish  of  North  Baddesley.  The  need  for  sewers  in  Chilworth  and  Wellow  is 
becoming  more  urgent. 

Southampton  County  Borough  received  permission  to  build  on  land  in  the 
parish  of  Nursling  and  Rownhams.  It  was  noted  that  many  of  the  tenants  of 
your  Council  Houses  in  Nursling  work  in  Southampton.  Further  transfers  of 
single  people  or  elderly  couples  were  made  from  two  or  three-bedroom 
Council  Houses  to  small  dwellings. 


I  am  grateful  to  Mr#  Smith,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the 
preparation  of  Sections  C,  D  and  S.

The  various  rates  calculated  from  the  births  and  deaths  are  not 
statistically  different  from  previous  years. 

SECTION  B.  -  GEN ERdL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

1.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Borough  of  Romsey  and  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  School 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council.  This  combined  appointment 
helps  to  co-ordinate  the  medical  services  supplied  by  the  County  Council  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority  in  accordance  with  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 
Service  ^ct,  1946,  with  the  services  supplied  by  the  District  Council. 

Your  Council  also  has  nine  representatives  on  the  County  Council  District 
Health  Sub- Commit tee  -  the  District  comprising  the  area  of  Romsey  and  Stockbridge 
Rural  District  and  Romsey  Borough,  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  attends 
quarterly  Meetings  of  the  District  Health  Sub-Committee. 


The  County  Council  supply  the  following  services 
Ambulance  Services, 

Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Hornsey  (l  )  and  Broughton  (!)  and  controlled 
from  the  County  Council  Offices  at  Winchester,  Additional  ambulances  can 
be  sent  to  the  District  from  the  depot  at  Winchester, 

Nursing  in  the  Home, 

District  Nurses  are  responsible  for  domiciliary  midwifery  •  and  home 
nursing.  They  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  County  Council  Health  Visitors, 
the  General  Practitioners  of  their  areas,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health- 
No  nursing  arrangements  or  contribution  is  made  by  the  District  Council  but 
nine  members  represent  the  Council  on  the  District  Health  Sub- Commit tee 
of  the  County  Council,

(d)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 


Ante-natal  care  is  given  by  General  Practitioners  in  the  District 
and  by  the  District  Nurses,  and  some  patients  attend  Maternity  Hospitals 
in  "Winchester,  Salisbury  or  Southampton*  Dental  care  is  provided  for 
expectant  mothers  and  for  children  under  school  age, 

(e)  Home  Help  Service 

This  service  is  provided  for  mothers  confined  at  home,  for  those 
in  charge  of  the  elderly,  the  chronic  sick,  etc*  The  District  Health 
Sub-Committee  receive  reports.  The  area  office  for  the  District  is 
at  The  Red  House,  Romsey  Road,  Eastleigh,  Telephone:  Eastleigh  2558, 

(f)  V  accination  and  Irmnur  is  at  ion

(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  Af ter  Care. 

These  services  are  part  of  the  duties  of  Health  Visitors,  District 
Nurses,  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Medical  Officers. 

3.  Hospital  Services 

The  South  Pest  Regional  Hospital  Board  supply  general  maternity 
and  infectious  diseases  (including  tuberculosis  and  smallpox) 
hospital  services  for  this  .area. 

4.  Laboratory  Facilities 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  the  M.R.C.  Laboratory,  Southampton  and  the  Pathology 
Department,  Salisbury  General  Infirmary. 

SECTION  C.  -  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  Water  Supply 

(i)  Thirty-nine  (39)  samples  of  water  from  private  sources  were 

submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Twenty- seven  (27) 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Of  the  fifty-five  (55)  samples 
submitted  from  the  Council’s  watermains,  forty  (40 )  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  results  were  from  newly 
laid  mins  and  these  samples  were  taken  before  water  therefrom 
wras  made  available  to  the  public. 


Two  (2)  samples  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  from  the  Council’s 
watermains  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(ii)  The  Southampton  Corporation  remain  the  Statutory  Undertakers  for 
the  following  Parishes 

Ampfield,  Chilworth,  Braishfield,  Michelmersh,  Mottisfont  (part). 
North  Baddesley,  Nursling  and  Rcwnhams,  Romsey  Extra,  and  part  of 
Sherfield  English  and  Wellow, 

The  lest  Hants  Water  Company  supply  water  to  part  of  Wellow  and 
to  part  of  Melchet  Park  and  Plaitford. 

•  Work  on  Strafe  4  of  the  Council’s  scheme'  to  provide  a  piped  water 
supply  to  the  Parish  of  mottisfont  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  extension  of  watermains  in  the  Graemar  Lane  and  Salisbury  Road 
area  of  the  Parish  of  Sherfield  English  will  be  carried  out  early  in 
1962. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Southampton  Corporation .  Water  (No: 2) 
Order,  I96I  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  water  undertaking  will  be  taken 
over  on  the  1st.  April,  19^2. 

(iii)  No  cases  of  contamination  by  lead  were  experienced  during  the  year,

2.  Sev/erage 

During  the  year  the  number  of  sew/er  connections  in  the  Parish 
of  Nursling  and  Row/nhams  increased  to  five  hundred  and  thirteen 
(513)  and  in  the  Parish  of  North  Baddesley  to 'five  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine  (559) • 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  continued  in  the  preparation 
of  the  scheme  to  provide  main  drainage  for  the  Parish  of  Stockbridge. 
The  nature  of  the  scheme  will  necessitate  the  construction  of  four 
or  five  pumping  stations* 

The  scheme  to  provide  main  drainage  to.  Rownhams  mount  Estate 
area,  of  the  Parish  of  Rownhams  was  completed  during  the  year* 


;• 


A  scheme  to  extend  the  above  sewerage  system  to  provide  main 
drainage  for  some  seventy-five  (75)  additional  properties  to  the 
north  was  proposed  during  the  year -and  the  work  should  commence 
early  in  1962. 

The  Eastleigh  Corporation  agreed  in  principle  to  receive 
sewage  from  the  Beechwood  Crescent  area  of  the  Parish  of  Ampfield 
into  their  sewers  and  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  prepared 
a  report  thereon. 

The  flume  chamber  to  record  flows  in  the  existing  9"  valley 
sewer  from  North  Baddesley  was  installed  and  continuous  recordings 
commenced  in  Parch.  Recordings  revealed  that  large  volumes  of 
storm- water  were  gaining  access  to  the  sewer. 

It  was  decided  to  construct  an  emergency  storm-water  over¬ 
flow  to  discharge  to  the  Tanner's  Brook. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  the  new  18”  valley  sev/er  at 
North  Baddesley  to  discharge  to  the  Southampton  Corporation’s 
sewers  was  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.*  This 
sewer  should  be  available  for  use  in  mid- 1963* 

SECTION  D.  -  HOUSING 

Eight  (8)  on e-b ed r o ome d  flats,  twe lve  (12)  houses  and  twen ty  - 
four  (2 2f)  bungalows  were  erected  during  the  year. 

One-hundred  and  thirteen  (lip)  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year. 

Movable  Dwellings 


By  the  end  of  the  year  thirty-eight  (38)  sites  had  been 
licenced  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
i960.  The  total  number  of  caravans  involved  is  one  hundred  and 
forty- eight  (148). 

The  Model  Standards  are  enforced  in  full  in  respect  of  those 
licenced  sites  consisting  of  more  than  three  (3)  caravans. 

The  gypsy  problem  in  the  District  remains  and  the  new7  Act 
does  not  profile  any  answer,  as  it  would-,  be  an  impossibility  to 
enforce  the  Model  Standards  in  these  unenlightened  communities, 
especially  as  in  all  cases  land  used  by  the  gypsies  is  so  used 
without  the  occupier's  consent. 


‘fro se cut ion  of  the  occupier  concerned  still  appears  to  be 
the  only  answer,  if  he  does  not  clear -his  land  of  the  campers 
when  requested!  Whilst  the  new  Act  makes  it  easier  to  prosecute 
With  success  in  respect  of  caravans,  many  families  use  nondescript 
tents  and  action  can  only  be  taken'  in  respect  of'  these  under  the 
1936  Public  Health  Act,  with  itg  42  consecutive,  days  or  60  days 
in  any  one  year’  clause,.  This  gives  a  six-v/eek  period  before  any 
action  can  be  taken -and  considerable  annoyance  and  inconvenience 
can  be  caused  to  local  inhabitants  during  this  time. 

Che  site  owner  has  an  appeal  pending  to  the  Magistrates’ 

Court  in  respect  of  conditions  imposed. 

Satisfactory  proposals  to  comply  with  conditions  imposed  on 
licences  issued  have  not  yet  been  received  in  respect  of  tw/o 
other  sites. 

Slum  Clearance 


In  the  original  housing  survey,  carried  out  in  1954,  two- 
hundred  and  foui1  (2C4)  properties  were  reported  to  the  Council  as 
being  unfit  for  habitation  and  incapable  of  repair  at  a  reasonable 
cost. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1961  .  seventy- three  (73)  demolition  orders 
and  forty-seven  (4?)  losing  orders  had  been  made.  In  addition 
twenty- three  (23)  undertakings  had  been  accepted  that  premises 
would  not  be  reoccupied  until  rendered  fi;-  to  the  Council’s 
satisfaction. 

Most  , of  the. . remaining  properties  reported  in  the  1934 
schedule  are  in  the  Parishes  of  Sh.erfi.eld  English  and  S to ckb ridge. 
Eight  (8)  dwellings  will  be  erected  in  the  former  Parish  during 
1962  for  slum  clearance  'purposes  and  the  purchase  of  suitable 
land  for  re-housing  in  Stockbridge  is  in  hand. 

Public  Cleansing, 


Refuse  continued  to  be  collected  fortnightly  throughout  the 
Rural  District

The  4  Wheel  Drive  Tractor  aid  Peekes  Hydraulic  loader 
continued  to  give  satisfactory  service  and  covering  material 
derived  from  the  seven  (7)  erres  of  land  adjacent  to  the 
tipping  area,  prevented  the  occur  rice  of  any  nuisances  from' flies 
or  ether  insect  pests. 


The  extensive  use  of  covering  material  also  acts  as  a  deterrent 
to  rodents  and  gives  early  warning  should  an  infestation  occur. 

During  the  early  part  of  the. year,  the  tractor  proved  of  great 
value  in  digging  out  a  portion  of  the  tip  which  caught  fire  late  in 
December,  I960. 

The  4-  'Wheel  Drive  Tractor  will  be  replaced  in  1962  ,  having  then 
been  in  use  for  three  years  and  having  logged  in  excess  of  3 *000 
working  hours.  It  is  hoped  to  obtain  a  new  tractor  with  an 
hydraulically- operated  bucket,  which  should  prove  more  efficient 
than  the  manually-controlled  unit  at  present  in  use. 

Total  running  costs  for  the  existing  tractor  for  the  2y  year 
period  up  to  the  end  of  1961,  amounted  to  £465  16s.  2d. 

Allowing  a  depreciation  figure  of  £500  over  the  period,  cost 
per  hour  of  the  machine  in  use  is  under  7s.  Od. ,  which  is  very 
satisfactory. 

Delivery  of  a  new  Paxit  III  compression- type  rear  loading 
refuse  vehicle  was  taken  in  July,  1961 .

7.  Rodent  Control. 

The  Rodent  Control  Staff,  consisting  of  the  Rodent  Officer 
and  one  Rodent  Operator  surveyed  three  hundred  and  five  (305) 
Agri cultural  premises,  seventy-eight  (78)  Business  Premises  and 
six  hundred  and  five  (605)  Private  Dwellings  during  the  year.

Because  there  were  several  cases  of  diphtheria  in.  England  during  i960 
and  ear ly  1961  and  because  many  school  children  had  not  had  'Booster1 
injections  there  was  a  danger  of  diphtheria  occur ing  in  the  District. 
Immunisation  sessions  were  arranged  in  several  schools  with  the  help  of  the 
headteachers  and  the  General  medical  Practitioners  of  the  area.  As  a 
result  of  the  response  to  these  special  arrangements  and  publicity  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year  the  final  figures  show  an  improvement  on  the 
previous  year. 

As  in  previous  years  the  triple  antigen  was  used  for  infants,  babies 
being  given  protection  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  at  the  same  time 
as  diphtheria.

The  primary  vaccination  of  babies  was  still  not  at  a  satisfactory  level 
in  the  District.  The  figures  show  that,  following  the  advice  published  by  a 
committee  of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  there  were  more  babies  vaccinated 
during  the  second  year  of  life.  Expert  international  opinion  has  now  agreed 
that  vaccination  during  the  first  year  of  life  is  desirable.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  severe -reactions  to  primary  vaccination  are  less  common  in 
infancy  than  in  later  life  and  there  are  few/  babies  so  unfit  that  vaccination 
is  not  advisable.  •
